m  Jet  Li  has  made  some  great  period  martial-arts  films: 

Hero i  the  Once  Upon  a  Time  in  China  series,  and 
Kung  Fu  M aster,  among  others.  But  the  prolific  actor 
has  decided  that  Fearless  is  going  to  be  his  very  last 
martial-arts  epic.  I'm  happy  to  report  that  it  is  the  best 
such  epic  ever  filmed.  In  China,  the  film  was  titled  Huo 
Yuan  Jia.  I  wish  they  had  kept  this  title  for  release  in 
this  country,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  to  popularize 
the  true-life  martial-arts  master’s  name  and  story. 

The  film  is  set  around  the  turn  of  the  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury— when  the  Western  world  was  first  making  major 
cultural  inroads  into  China.  Japan  showed  its  might  by 
challenging  China,  calling  it  the  weakest  country  of  the 
East.  In  response,  a  series  of  fights  was  held  in 
Shanghai.  The  greatest  fighters  in  the  world  were  pit¬ 
ted  against  Huo  Yuan  Jia,  the  greatest  fighter  in  China 
and  founder  of  the  school  for  martial-arts  study. 

In  addition  to  being  Jet  Li’s  best  film,  Fearless  is  a 
cosmic  leap  forward  for  Ronny  Yu  ( Freddy  vs.  Jason, 
The  Bride  With  White  Hair).  There  are  a  ton  of  amaz-

You  recorded  your  newest  album  in  New  York  and 
L.A.,  but  that  wasn’t  the  only  reason  you’ve  been 
away  from  home ... 


was  slaying  [in  New  York]  with  friends  while  my  place 
was  getting  repaired.  I  got  hammered  by  [Hurricane]  Wilma. 
The  irony  was,  we  were  on  our  Katrina  benefit  tour.  You 
get  home  and  you're  like,  "Where's  my  house?"  And  it’s 
just  wrecked. 

As  a  result  of  that,  you  wrote  part  of  this  record  on 


the  road.  Was  that  hard? 


I  didn't  find  it  difficult,  but  I  don’t  write  as  well  or  in  such  abun¬ 
dance  on  the  road  as  I  do  when  I'm  off.  While  you’re  in  the 
grind,  there  are  so  many  distractions.  And  I  never  want  to 
write  a  road  album. 


Why  not? 

I  don’t  find  them  appealing.  Something  profound  would  have 
to  happen  for  me  to  write  the  great  American  road  song. 


Do  you  still  get  stage  fright  when  you’re  on  tour? 

I  do,  but  I  don’t  ihink  anybody  has  noticed  for  years,  so  they 
think  it's  gone.  It's  really  about  getting  up  there,  nol  being  up 
there.  It's  not  really  a  negative  feeling,  it's  just  a  heightened 
anticipation.  It  goes  away  instantaneously  once  I'm  up  there, 
but  right  before  I  go  up,  even  though  I  do  it  every  night,  I  think, 
Oh  my  God,  this  is  the  night  when  I  'll  be  paralyzed  by  this.. 
Does  that  mean  you’ve  never  thrown  up  before  get¬ 
ting  onstage? 

I  have  thrown  up  before  going  onstage,  but  not  due  to  stage 
fright— due  to  drinking  to  quell  the  stage  fright. 

One  of  your  first  bands  was  the  Vacant  Andys.  Did 
you  dream  of  superstardom  back  in  the  day? 

We  dreamed  of  some  kind  of  career  where  we  could  continue 
to  do  it.  You  always  thought  it  would  be  supplemented  by  a 
real  job.  You  never  thought,  i ‘m  going  to  become  a  star  and 
then  HI  have  records  out  and  that’s  what  i’ll  do. 

What  happened  to  the  Vacant  Andys? 

The  band  started  to  splinter  but  never  broke  up.  We  still  play. 
You  like  to  keep  up  relationships? 

Especially  [with  that  band],  because  we  were  housemates  for 
so  many  years  and  we  recorded  so  much.  We  never  did  a 
proper  full-length  [record],  so  we're  gonna  do  that  at  some 
point.  We  keep  writing  songs — and  they’re  good! 

Was  it  hard  living  together  and  being  in  a  band? 

It  wasn’t  hard,  but  when  you're  being  creative  with  your  friends 
and  you  live  with  them,  sometimes  a  party  starts  and  practice 
gets  rescheduled  for  whenever.  That  was  something  that  hap¬ 
pened  for  sure. 

Recently,  two  artists  known  as  Legion  of  Doom  pulled 
a  Danger  Mouse  and  mashed  up  the  songs  of  emo 
bands  for  their  record. 

The  first  one  they  did  was  one  of  my  songs. 

Were  you  pissed  about  it? 

Why? 

You  could  see  it  as  stealing  your  inteiiectual  property. 

Man,  you  know  what?  Somebody  else  doing  something  cre¬ 
ative  based  around  what  you  do — not  tearing  il  apart  or  paro¬ 
dying  it,  just  genuinely  being  artistic — is  flattering.  It  gave  me 
a  new  perspective  on  songs  I  didn't  like  before.  It  brought  me 
closer  to  bands  I  may  not  have  listened  to.  And  if  you’re  get¬ 
ting  hung  up  on  that,  then  you’re  too  uptight  as  a  band. 

Do  you  think  you  will!  make  another  hardcore  record? 
Yeah,  I  do.  And  I  will.  I  talk  to  the  Further  [Seems  Forever] 
guys  sometimes  about  doing  a  little  side  project. 

Are  you  emo?

If  you  have  $400,000  lying  around,  just  burning  a  hole  in  your 
off-shore  account,  you  might  want  to  join  Liberty  National  Golf 
Club,  in  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey,  the  spectacular  new  links- 
style  course  along  the  banks  of  the  Hudson  River.  The  course, 
which  features  panoramic  views  of  the  New  York  City  skyline,  is  the 
brainchild  of  former  Reebok  CEO  Paul  Fireman,  and  at  more  than 
Si  30  million,  it’s  one  of  the  most  expensive  courses  ever  built. 

For  all  its  beauty,  though,  the  course  stands  on  a  former  toxic 
waste  dump — a  fact  that  developers  say  should  not  deter  poten¬ 
tial  members.  (Won’t  stop  us,  that's  for  sure.  We’re  mailing  a  check 
today.)  Course  workers  trucked  in  three  million  cubic  yards  of 
soil — 200  truckloads  a  day,  every  day  for  two  years — to  seal  off  the 
landfill  and  create  the  course's  undulating  terrain. 

With  the  Statue  of  Liberty  standing  vigil  off  the  18th  green,  Liber¬ 
ty  National  will  certainly  make  for  dramatic  photo  and  TV  images  if 
the  course  attracts  PGA  events — which  club  founders  hope  to  do. 

But  maybe  the  $400,000  price  tag  is  too  much  for  you,  and  you 
can  only  spare  a  quarter  mil  for  a  once-in-a-lifetime  sporting  experi¬ 
ence.  If  that’s  the  case,  well,  we  pity  you,  but  you  may  want  to  get 
in  touch  with  Stephen  Murphy  of  ExtravaGift.com.  For  $225,000  to 
$250,000,  Murphy’s  company  will  arrange  a  soccer  match  for  you 
and  your  buddies  against  the  1 994  Brazilian  Masters  Team,  That’s 
right,  ExtravaGift.com  will  fly  Romario,  Bebeto,  Dunga,  and  other 
veterans  of  Brazil’s  national  team  to  any  location  in  North  America, 
Europe,  or  Brazil  for  a  90-minute  game.  According  to  Murphy,  “Your 
opponents  will  all  be  actual  former  players.  There  are  no  anony¬ 
mous  people  put  in  to  fill  the  numbers."  All  Murphy  and  company 
need  is  two  or  three  months  notice.  The  price  also  includes  accom¬ 
modations  at  a  five -star  hotel.  Now  that's  a  fantasy  camp. 


The  Dew  Action  Sports  Tour  swings  into  Port¬ 
land,  Oregon,  this  month  for  the  third  stop 
of  its  five-event  season.

1.  Uneven  push-ups 

In  the  traditional  push-up 
position,  place  one  hand 
on  the  floor  and  the  other 
hand  on  a  stack  of  books 
or  a  step — or,  if  you're  really 
coordinated,  a  medicine 
ball.  Do  ten  reps,  then 
switch  so  the  other  hand  is 
elevated.  “This  challenges 
one  side  more  than  the 
other— you're  shifting  your 
weight  onto  one  arm  instead 
of  distributing  it  evenly," 
Panetta  says. 

2.  Narrow-grip  push-ups 
Position  your  hands  directly 
below  your  chest,  two 
inches  apart  on  the  ground. 
Keeping  your  elbows 
tucked  by  your  sides,  do 
ten  push-ups.  You’ll  get 
a  tricep  workout  without

Do  ten  reps— it’ll  lengthen 
your  pecs  better  than  a 
standard  push-up. 

4.  Clap  push-ups 

As  you  rise  in  the  standard 
push-up  position,  push 


wide  grip.  Gravity  will  do 
the  body-lowering  motion 
for  you — the  trick  is  to  catch 
your  weight  before  you 
face-plant  on  the  ground, 
then  push  back  up.  Do  ten 
reps,  and  walk  your  hands 
back  to  the  starting  position 
after  each.  "This  is  more 
sports-specific,"  Panetta 
explains.  "It  teaches  you  to 
catch  your  body  weight.” 


GO  FOR  THE  GOAL 

Once  your  progress  starts  to  level  off,  it's  easy  to  get 
frustrated  and  ditch  your  routine — and  that’s  like  beg¬ 
ging  the  weight  to  come  back.  Experts  at  the  Mayo 
Clinic  suggest  setting  a  long-term  goal,  like  running 
a  10K  race.  Write  down  what  you  want  to  accomplish, 
track  your  progress,  and  reward  yourself  when  you  hit 
the  goal.  (Repeat  after  us:  “I  earned  that  32-inch  plasma 
TV!")  Sign  up  now  for  a  race,  so  you’ll  have  to  reach  your 
goal  on  schedule  or  risk  public  humiliation.  Check  out 
Thoos.com  to  find  a  race  or  running  group  in  your  area. 


LET’S  GET  IT  STARTED 

Summer  is  officially  ending  this  month,  which  means 
you’ve  only  got  nine  months  to  get  in  shape  for  next 
summer.  And  even  if  you've  never  set  foot  on  a  treadmill 
or  lifted  anything  heavier  than  a  40-ounce  beer,  you  can 
still  be  in  impressive  physical  form  by  next  year.  The 
American  Heart  Association  offers  these  tips  for  starting 
an  exercise  program: 

*  Take  it  slow.  You  don't  need  to  run  three  miles  on  your 
first  day — or  even  in  your  first  month.

Kevin  Smith  had 
the  right  sense  of  humor,  the  right  amount  of  talent,  and  the 
right  timing.  Clerks  was  a  low-budget,  self-financed  flick  about 


I  didn’t  think  anything  in  the  movie  was  especially  graphic. 

I  agree  completely.  There  was  nothing  in  Clerks  that  was  so 
graphic  either,  but  we  got  an  NC-17  for  that. 

You  were  interviewed  in  the  documentary  This  Film  Is  Not 
Yet  Rated.  Is  it  still  a  mystery  how  the  rating  system  works? 


two  disaffected  register  jockeys  who  hung  around  a  conve¬ 
nience  store  pontificating  about  their  lack  of  direction  and  say¬ 
ing  ’luck."  A  lot.  It  won  at  Cannes,  got  picked  up  at  Sundance, 
and  became  a  focal  point  tor  the  slacker  generation.  Almost 
15 years  later,  Smith  decided  that  Dante  and  Randal,  the  clerks 
in  question,  needed  an  epilogue  to  their  misspent  youth. 

Smith  has  enjoyed  the  kind  of  success  directors  wish  for. 
Not  critical  success  (with  the  exception  of  Chasing  Amy,  his 
most  critic-friendly  feature),  but  the  kind  of  rabid  fan  base  usu¬ 
ally  reserved  for  Trekkies  or  the  KISS  Army.  He  created  a  View 
Askewniverse  for  himself — a  cinematic  universe  where  guys 
like  Jay  and  Silent  Bob  exist,  everyone  is  from  little-town  New 
Jersey,  and  God  plays  skeebalil  in  Asbury  Park.  He  has  two 
comic-book  shops,  one  on  each  coast,  and  a  bevy  of  mer¬ 
chandise,  from  inaction  figures  and  comics  to  T-shirts  and 
memorabilia.  He  travels  the  country  doing  college  Q&As,  ad¬ 
dressing  fans  for  hours  at  a  time.  And  as  beloved  a  director  as 
Quentin  Tarantino  is,  he  doesn’t  have  a  toy  in  his  likeness. 

But  over  the  years,  times  have  also  been  tough  in  the  View 
Askewniverse.  Smith  received  abysmal  reviews  for  his  1994 
follow-up  film  Mallrats  (which  actually  found  its  audience  on 
home  video  much  later)  and  scathing  criticism  about  the 
“Bennifer”  casting  of  Ben  Affleck  and  Jennifer  Lopez  in  Jersey 
Girl.  He's  fought  the  MPAA  and  the  Catholic  League.  And  he's 
had  to  help  his  longtime  friend  Jason  Mewes  (the  Jay  to  his 
Silent  Bob)  battle  a  heroin  addiction. 

With  Clerks  II,  Smith  closes  the  book  on  his  angry  young 
men.  Like  Smith  himself.  Dante  and  Randal  have  left  their  life 
behind  the  convenience-store  counter.  Unlike  him,  they  didn't 
move  very  far ...  just  over  to  the  local  fast-food  joint.  They  still 
don't  like  the  customers,  and  they’re  still  searching  for  a  little 
direction  in  life.  But  we're  suspecting,  since  Smith  started  at  a 
convenience  store  in  Jersey  and  got  a  few  breaks,  it's  safe  to 
say  that  his  boys  will  move  on  to  rich  and  successful  lives. 
Snoogans! 


Before  the  MPAA  watched  Clerks  II,  you  said  the  movie 
was  too  raunchy  and  might  have  to  come  out  unrated. 

We  screened  for  the  MPAA  and  they  gave  us  an  R,  which  is 
astounding  and  surprising  to  say  the  least,  considering  they 
tried  to  give  Jersey  Girl  an  R.  I  had  to  fight  them  to  get  it  down 
to  a  PG-13.  We  thought  for  sure  this  movie  was  going  to  get  an 
NC- 1 7  and  we'd  have  to  either  make  cuts  or  fight. 

Did  you  make  any  cuts? 

We  made  no  cuts  whatsoever.  The  one  shot  I  was  so  worried 
about  was  Zak  as  the  donkey  fucker,  spitting  in  his  hand.  But 
it’s  in  there.  It  passed  muster. 


It  completely  is.  I  have  no  idea  how  we  skated  [through'  with 
an  R  this  time  around.  Maybe  it  was  because  it  was  Friday, 
everyone  was  in  a  good  mood,  and  the  movie  made  them  feel 
good.  That's  the  one  thing  that  [producer  Scott]  Mosier  has 
said  over  and  over  again:  "Yeah,  there's  some  really  risque 
and  raunchy  stuff  in  the  movie,  but  at  the  end  of  the  day  there's 
a  lot  of  heart  to  the  movie.  St  may  just  balance  it  out."  It  doesn't 
just  hit  you  in  the  face  like  a  fucking  sledgehammer  with  ass- 
to-mouth  and  huge  clits  and  a  donkey  show. 

Do  you  think  they're  more  lenient  now  because  you're  an 
established  director? 


Maybe  they  said,  ''What’s  the  fuckin'  point?  All  that’s  going  to 
come  of  this  is  [Clerks  //will]  get  a  big  press  push.  I’m  sure  this 
dude — with  his  blogs  and  his  fucking  press-friendly  demean¬ 
or — will  go  out  there  and  scream  like  a  child  about  how  unfair 
it  is,  and  censorship,  and  NC-1 7.”

I  came  into  this  interview  with  a  list  of  prying  questions, 
but  1  crumpled  it  up  because  there's  nothing  personal  I  can 
ask  you  that  you  haven’t  already  addressed  in  Q&As, 
blogs,  and  on  your  message  board. 

I  tend  to  over-speak,  I  guess.  Did  you  read  the  Mewes  blog 
series?  [ Editor's  note:  Smith  posted  a  serialized  blog  about

Was  that  series  something  you:  always  meant  to  do,  or  was 
it  inspired  by  the  New  York  Post  report  that  Jason  had  sex 
with  Nicole  Richie  in  a  bathroom — a  story  to  which  she 
responded,  “Eww,  like  no  way”?

I've  reached  a  point  where  if  somebody  says  something  on  the 
Web  like  "Your  movies  suck,"  I  don’t  gel  out  of  shape  about  it, 
because  I  can’t  argue  with  somebody  about  their  opinion.  The 
only  time  I  II  respond  to  somebody  is  if  they  say  something 
about  me  that’s  factually  inaccurate.  These  guys  have  the  free¬ 
dom  to  gel  on  the  Web  and  say  whatever  they  want  about  my 
flicks;  shouldn’t  I  have  the  freedom  to  respond? 

You  definitely  should,  but  why  bother?  ft’s  not  the  New 
York  Times — it’s  just  some  kid  on  the  Internet. 

I  know,  but  anything  in  print  has  this  creepy  potential  to  be¬ 
come  factual.  It’s  just  best  to  nip  that  shit  in  the  bud,  if  it  is  shit 
that  you  can  nip  in  the  bud.  And  I  won’t  lie  ...  sometimes  it's 
fucking  fun.

office  and  then  come  home  at  seven  in  the  morning 
with  that  look  in  his  eyes  that  speaks  volumes  about  how  soul¬ 
killing  his  position  was.

and  I  said  I’ll  totally  do  it.  A  year  and  a  half  later  I  got  [my  parts] 
sent  to  me.  I  said,  "This  doesn't  look  familiar  to  me  at  all.”  It  was 
as  if  he'd  taken  that  script,  which  was  a  brilliant  fucking  script 
already,  and  put  it  through  the  [Donnie]  Darko filter ...  so  sud¬ 
denly  it  wasn't  just  brilliant,  but  mysterious  and  fucked  up  and 
weird.  Either  it's  one  of  these  scripts  where  he's  going  to  win  an 
Oscar  or  people  are  just  going  to  be  like,  "This  dude’s  an  idiot. ' 
There’s  no  middle  of  the  road.  Nobody's  going  to  walk  out  of 
that  theater  going,  "It  was  just  all  right." 

It  has  a  great  ensemble  cast,  with  the  Rock,  Seann  William

makeup  on  my  face.  I  look  like  I'm  60,  and  it's  me,  the  Rock, 
Zelda  Rubinstein  from  Poltergeist,  and  Booger — Curtis  Arm¬ 
strong — and  there's  a  carcass  in  the  room.  1  was  like,  “This  is 
the  most  interesting  shooting  experience  I've  ever  been  in¬ 
volved  with  in  my  life.”  I  never  in  a  million  years  saw  myself 
being  in  a  scene  quite  that  way. 

Why  are  you  creating  a  prequel  comic-book  series  based 
on  the  movie  for  Richard  Kelly? 

He  had  this  great  idea  about  doing  tie-in  books.  The  movie  will 
live  on  its  own,  but  the  books  give  it  so  much  backstory. 

What’s  your  next  project? 

It's  a  comedy,  and  it's  not  set  in  the  View  Askewniverse.  I  was 
thinking,  Do  I  want  to  wedge  it  Into  the  View  Askewniverse? 
And  then  I  was  like,  "This  could  stand  on  its  own."  The  fun 
thing  about  Jersey  Girl  was  making  a  movie  that  didn't  rely  on 
references  to  the  other  movies.

The  Chicago  raised  actor  says,  Tve 
been  thinking  that  I  should  have  been  a 
carpenter  or  the  owner  of  a  body  shop 
somewhere,  because  I  really  don’t  fit  in. 

I  really  don't.’’ 

There  may  be  good  reason  for  feeling 
like  a  showbiz  outsider  right  now.  Mad¬ 
sen,  more  than  most,  has  seen  Holly¬ 
wood’s  dichotomy.  His  sister  Virginia  is 
at  the  pinnacle  of  her  career,  thanks  to 
an  Oscar  nomination  for  Best  Support¬ 
ing  Actress  in  Sideways,  but  his  former 
friend  Tom  Sizemore  became  entangled 
in  legal  battles  and  sex-tape  scandals. 
And  most  tragically,  his  best  friend 
Chris  Penn  died  accidentally  last  year 
from  prescript  ion -drug  complications. 

These  days,  his  wife  and  five  sons 
are  a  priority  for  Madsen.  He’s  not  giv¬ 
ing  upon  being  the  industry's  intense, 
Marl  boro- voiced  man's  man  ...  but  after 
a  hard  year  of  personal  loss  and  ques¬ 
tionable  roles,  what  he  does  next  is  go¬ 
ing  to  be  on  his  terms. 

The  last  time  you  and  I  spoke,  Quen¬ 
tin  Tarantino’s  kung-fu  flick,  Kill  Bill , 
was  weeks  away  from  being  released. 
A  lot  of  films  don’t  live  up  to  the  hype 
— that  one  did. 

Of  course  it  did.  Listen,  Kill  Bill  was  a 
tremendous  achievement  in  filmmaking. 
That  fucking  movie  was  so  good  that  it 
scared  the  shit  out  of  people.  People 
didn't  know  how  to  respond  to  it. 

Is  that  why  it  didn’t  get  nominated  for 
anything? 

Can  you  explain  to  me  why  Lima  Thur¬ 
man  didn't  at  least  gel  a  nomination,  if 
not  the  Academy  Award,  for  her  perfor¬ 
mance  in  those  two  films?  Can  you  think 
of  any  female  performance  that  year 
that  was  anything  close  to  that? 

Is  Hollywood  politics  to  blame  for  a 
snub  like  that? 

It's  incredibly  political — much  more  than 
I  ever  realized.,  II I  knew  how  political  it 
really  was,  I  don't  think  I  would  have 
ever  started  in  this  industry.  It  will  kill 
you  if  you  allow  it.  It  really  will. 

How  is  your  real  image  different  from 
your  Hollywood  persona? 

I  think  people  are  really  surprised  when 
they  find  out  I  have  five  sons  and  I 
spend  a  lot  of  time  with  them  at  home. 
I'm  really  much  more  into  being  a  father 
than  I  am  my  acting  career.  A  lot  of  peo¬ 
ple  think  I’m  riding  around  on  a  Harley- 
Davidson  with  a  bottle  of  Jack  Daniel’s 


in  my  hand.  And  yes,  I  do  that  now  and 
then.  But  it's  not  like  I'm  out  there  riding 
around  with  the  Hell’s  Angels. 

But  you  have  ridden  with  the  Hell’s 
Angels. 

I  have,  as  a  matter  of  fact.  I  guess  it  all 
comes  down  to  what  film  people  re¬ 
member  me  from.  If  people  know  me 
from  Free  Willy,  they  think  I'm  a  great 
guy.  But  if  someone  recognizes  me 
from  Reservoir  Dogs,  they  don’t  even 
want  to  get  in  the  elevator  with  me.  It's 
funny,  when  you’re  shaking  hands  and 
signing  autographs  at  a  premiere,  you 
can  actually  feel  people  physically 
trembling  when  you’re  near  them.  It  al¬ 
ways  makes  me  fee!  very  strange  that  I 
could  have  that  effect  on  someone  I 
have  never  met. 

Then  how  do  you  explain  the  lack  of 
mainstream  interest  in  you? 


think  it’s  a  lack  of  imagination  from  the 
people  who  are  casting  these  films. 
When  I  did  Donnie  Brasco,  I  told  [direc¬ 
tor]  Mike  Newell  I  wasn’t  going  to  read 
for  the  part.  I  said,  “Just  give  me  the 
role  or  don't.  I’m  terrible  at  auditions.”  A 
couple  ot  days  later  they  called  me 
back  and  said,  "Would  you  meet  with 
Mike  Newell  over  at  the  Four 

reason  I  tell  this  story  is  because 
recently  I  was  asked  to  read  for  Frank 
James — Jesse  James's  brother— in  the 
upcoming  Brad  Pitt  picture  [The 
Assassination  of  Jesse  James  by  the 
Coward  Robert  Ford] .  I  know  Brad  be¬ 
cause  we  di  d  Thelma  A  Louise  together. 
You  would  think  Brad  would  speak  up 
for  me.  He  obviously  didn’t  do  that.  All 
because  !  said  I  didn’t  want  to  read  for 
this  movie. 

You  didn't  get  the  part,  I  take  it. 
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They  gave  the  role  to  Sam  Shepard, 
who’s  twice  my  age  and  nowhere  near 
the  age  of  the  real  Frank  James.  So  try 
to  make  sense  out  of  that  one.  It’s  just 
typical  of  the  way  things  go  for  me. 
What  did  you  think  of  your  perfor¬ 
mance  in  the  Frank  Miller  graphic- 
novel  adaptation,  Sin  City ? 

I  wish  I'd  had  more  to  do.  [Director  Rob¬ 
ert  Rodriguez]  offered  me  the  role  of 
Bob.  I  looked  at  the  script,  called  Robert 
up,  and  said,  "  What  is  this?  I  only  have 
three  scenes  here?1'  He  goes,  "Michael, 
look,  if  you  do  this  and  the  movie  works, 
well  make  a  sequel.  And  if  we  make  the 
sequel,  Bob  has  a  much  bigger  part  be¬ 
cause  he’s  one  of  the  only  people  who 
doesn't  get  killed  in  the  first  Sin  City." 
That  made  sense  to  me,  so  I  did  it. 

I  read  that  you  refuse  to  watch  a  film 
in  which  your  sister  Virginia  appears 
nude.  Is  that  true? 

What  I  said  was  that  I'm  not  refusing  to 
watch  my  sister  in  a  nude  scene  with 
my  arms  folded  over  my  chest  and  my

eyes  closed.  What  I'm  saying  is  that  I'm 
not  going  to  seek  it  out.  I'm  not  going  to 
walk  into  Blockbuster  to  rent  a  picture  of 
my  sister  where  she’s  naked.  I  mean,  do 
you  want  to  see  your  sister  naked? 

I  don't  have  a  sister  who  looks  like 
Virginia. 

!  mean,  my  sister  is  a  beautiful  woman. 

[  Yells]  But  she’s  my  sister! 

You’re  considered  one  of  the  last 
Hollywood  tough  guys.  Are  you 
comfortable  with  that  image  or  would 
you  like  to  escape  the  stereotype? 

I  would  like  to  escape  it.  I  very  much 


would.  I  walk  into  a  movie  theater  and  I 
see  all  these  giant  billboards  all  over 
the  place  of  all  these  big  films  coming 
out,  and  I  say  to  myself,  "Gee,  what  am 
I  doing  wrong?"  Everyone  has  me 
pegged  as  the  bad  guy.  They  don’t  re¬ 
alize  I  have  a  calmer  side  that's  never 
been  exploited. !  look  at  somebody  like 
Humphrey  Bogart,  who  made  40  pic¬ 
tures  for  Warner  Bros,  playing  tough 
guys,  but  then  he  did  The  Maltese 
Falcon  and  everything  changed  for  him. 
Any  chance  you  and  Quentin  Taran¬ 
tino  will  be  collaborating  again? 
Quentin  is  writing  a  World  War  II  project 
[Inglorious  Bastards]  that  he’s  spoken 
to  me  about.  I’m  looking  forward  to  that 
and  l  hope  it  works  out. 

He  seems  to  understand  you. 

I  think  we  understand  each  other.  When 
I  come  in  to  work  for  him,  ihe  knows 
what  I'm  going  to  do,  and  I  think  I  get  a 
psychic  energy  (rom  him  that  allows  me 
to  go  in  a  direction  that  he  wants.  When 
I  did  Kill  Bill:  Volume  2,  the  very  first 
thing  we  shot  was  the  stuff  in  the  grave¬ 
yard.  I  didn’t  want  to  start  with  that 
scene  because  I  didn't  know  in  which 
direction  i  wanted  to  take  Budd.  1  didn't 
know  if  he  was  going  to  be  empathetic 
or  just  plain  evil.  At  the  end  of  the  night  I 
asked  Quentin  what  he  thought  and  he 
said,  “it's  good,  it’s  good!"  But  I  wasn't 
so  sure  until  1  saw  it. 

Have  your  sons  seen  you  in  Reser¬ 
voir  Dogs? 

The  older  boys  have,  but  I  don’t  let  the 
younger  boys  see  it.  Its  a  little  too  soon 
for  them  to  see  that  kind  of  f  ilm. 

Are  you  uncomfortable  with  your 
children  watching  the  scene  where 
you  kidnap  and  torture  a  cop? 

I  try  to  steer  them  away  from  that  kind  of 
stuff.  I  never  understood  the  attention 
that  scene  got.  I  always  thought  that 
scene  was  kind  of  tame.  I  didn’t  really 
see  it  as  being  so  violent. 

Just  out  of  curiosity,  was  it  Tarantino 
who  told  you  to  talk  into  the  ear? 

No,  I  did  that  on  the  spot.  I  was  holding 
the  ear  in  my  hand  and  I  didn’t  know 
what  to  do  with  it.  He  was  off-screen 
telling  me  to  toss  it,  but  I  wasn’t  ready  to 
toss  it.  So  I  spoke  into  it.  You  know  the 
black  cowboy  boots  1  had  on?  Well,  we 
didn't  have  a  big  budget  for  wardrobe, 
so  they  told  everyone  to  show  up  with 
black  shoes.  1  didn’t  have  any  black 
shoes,  only  black  cowboy  boots.  So 
that’s  why  Cm  wearing  cowboy  boots  in 
that  film.  It's  always  been  that  way  for 
me.  A  lot  of  things  you  see  me  doing  on 
film  were  never  written  down. 

ActorTom  Sizemore  used  to  be  a 
friend.  Do  you  still  speak  to  him? 

No,  I  don't. 

Adding  to  his  scandal  with  Holly¬ 
wood  madam  Heidi  Fleiss,  Sizemore 
has  resorted  to  selling  homemade 


porn  videos  of  himself  on  the  Inter¬ 
net.  Did  Hollywood  ruin  Sizemore  or 
did  he  do  it  to  himself? 

I  wouldn't  want  to  comment  on  what 
happened  to  Tommy,  just  out  of  respect 
for  him.  I  will  say  this:  Sooner  or  later, 
everybody  has  to  take  responsibility  for 
their  own  actions.  He  was  given  a  tre¬ 
mendous  number  of  breaks.  I'm  not  one 
to  talk  because  I've  been  through  my 
trials  and  tribulations,  but  not  on  that 
level. 

I'll  also  say  this  about  Tom — once  he 
got  in  trouble,  he  should  have  stayed 
the  hell  off  TV.  He  never  should  have 
gone  on  Geraldo  or  20/20  or  any  of 
those  other  things  he  did.  I  thought  that 
was  ridiculous.  It  was  self-crucifixion. 
Why  he  would  want  to  document  his 
downfall  is  a  mystery  to  me.  Besides 
that,  he  stopped  calling  me  a  long  time 
ago,  so  ...  Tommy  got  a  little  too  big  for 
his  britches.  I  had  to  tell  him  so  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  times. 

This  year  you  had  another  friendship 
end  in  tragedy.  How  close  were  you 
to  Chris  Penn? 

He  was  one  of  the  very  best  friends  I've 
ever  had.  Sean  [Penn]  asked  me  to  be 
a  pallbearer.  I  thought  that  was  an  enor¬ 
mous  gesture  for  him  to  bring  me  into 
his  family.  I  was  crying  for  two  or  three 
days  in  a  row.  Every  time  I  thought  of 
him  I  would  just  start  wailing. 

To  what  do  you  attribute  his  passing? 
I  just  thought  too  much  pressure  had 
been  pul  on  him  to  lose  weight  and  to 
behave  differently.  Then  I  was  all  pissed 
otf  at  Sean  because  I  thought  maybe  he 
could  have  helped  him  a  little  more. 
Then  I  was  mad  at  myself — maybe  he 
and  I  should  have  slowed  down  a  little 
bit  back  in  our  heyday  when  we  were 
running  around  like  crazy  men.  But  it  re¬ 
ally  wasn't  Chris’s  style  to  slow  down.  It 
certainly  isn't  mine. 

Did  anyone  ever  say  how  Chris  died? 

I  think  it  was  a  combination  of  prescrip¬ 
tion  drugs  and  a  heart  condition. 

Are  you  surprised  that  the  media 
never  reported  the  cause  of  death? 

I  thought  they  would  make  him  out  to  be 
a  crack  addict  or  something.  But  they 
didn’t  do  it.  I  have  to  think  it  was  [due 
to[  Sean  standing  up  for  his  brother  by 
getting  up  in  front  of  the  media  and  say¬ 
ing,  "You  know  what,  guys?  Don't  do  it. 
Please  don't  do  it  this  time." 

What’s  next  for  you? 

I  have  [two]  great  scripts,  Sfray  Bullet 
and  Justice,  that  I'm  going  to  do.  In  the 
future  I'm  going  to  have  more  of  a  say 
as  to  the  way  movies  are  shot  and  cast. 
I'm  also  going  to  take  a  greater  interest 
in  the  way  they  are  publicized.  If  I  can 
get  all  those  things  off  the  ground.  I’ll  be 
making  the  kind  of  pictures  I  should 
have  been  making  ten  years  ago.  That 
will  make  me  very  happy,  cw—h

Armored  &  Dangerous 

Advanced  body  armor 
was  rushed  to  our  troops  in 
Iraq  in  response  to  strong 
congressional  pressure,  but 
the  new  protection  isn’t  very 
popular  with  the  recipients. 

In  fact,  many  would  rather  go 
without  it. 

The  first  problem  is  weight. 
The  new  gear  adds  ten 
pounds  of  side  armor  to  the 
standard  16- pound  protective 
vest.  Combat  soldiers 
already  carry  50  pounds  of 
equipment,  so  that  means 
lugging  a  76-pound  load. 
Mobility  was  already  difficult 
in  the  desert  heat;  now  it's 
even  more  laborious. 

On  the  other  hand,  soldiers 
riding  shotgun  in  convoys 
rank  the  new  vests  highly.  The 
comprehensive  side  armor 
offers  increased  protection 
against  their  greatest 
peril,  roadside  bombs, 
which  explode  with  deadly 
fragments.  But  most  soldiers 
move  on  foot,  and  troops 
have  found  all  that  armor 
(which  is  virtually  wraparound) 
severely  restrictive  when 
running  up  a  flight  of  stairs  or 
chasing  insurgents  through 
narrow  alleys.  Many  soldiers 
have  recounted  the  story  of 
an  Army  sergeant  who  found 
himself  the  target  of  rock¬ 
throwing  Iraqi  teenagers  in  a 
notoriously  insurgent-infested 
area.  Prohibited  from  shooting 
at  the  unarmed  boys,  the 
soldier  opted  to  throw  a  rock 
back  at  them,  only  to  discover 
that  his  new  body  armor  was 
so  unwieldy,  he  couldn’t  even 
pick  up  a  rock,  much  less 
throw  one. 

To  the  dismay  of  superiors, 
soldiers  increasingly  shed 
part  of  their  armor  to  drop 
weight  by  removing  either  the 
front  or  back  plate  from  the 
vests.  Others  have  stopped 
wearing  armor  entirely, 
noting  that  Special  Forces 
(Green  Beret)  soldiers  always 
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operate  without  armor  from 
the  standpoint  that  mobility 
is  more  important  than 
protection. 

Ground  commanders 
in  Iraq  say  the  Pentagon 
must  rethink  the  use  of  body 
armor.  They  argue  that  the 
military  ought  to  adopt  the 
same  system  that  civilian 
police  forces  use:  lightweight 
protection  for  officers  on 
patrol,  heavier  vests  for 
special  units  like  SWAT  teams, 
and  substantial  armor  for 
bomb-disposal  units. 


Less  Booty  Than  Before 

New  military  regulations  are 
phasing  out  the  tradition  of 
souvenir  hunting  during  a 
soldiers  tour  of  duty.  The  long 
list  of  “prohibited  items"  that 
cannot  be  taken  from  Iraq 
includes  firearms  (even  shell 
casings),  plants,  animals, 
and  sand.  The  prohibitions 
are  enforced  with  strict 
customs  screening  of  all 
personnel  returning  from  Iraq. 
Anyone  caught  smuggling 
a  prohibited  item  may  be 
charged  with  a  felony. 


Officially  approved 
souvenirs  include  uniforms 
from  Saddam  Hussein  s  army 
and  Iraqi  military  medals.  The 
bulk  of  these  are  obtained 
from  Iraqi  entrepreneurs  who 
peddle  them  to  American 
military  personnel,  much  like 
the  hustlers  in  Saigon  who 
sold  Vietcong  souvenirs.  But 
the  difference  is  that  during 
the  Vietnam  War,  U.S.  military 
authorities  took  a  relatively 
benign  view  of  what  troops 
were  taking  home — until 
they  discovered  that  some

soldiers  were  shipping  large 
amounts  of  heroin.  Under 
current  regulations,  any 
souvenir  purchased  on  the 
street — an  old  Iraqi  military 
medal,  for  example — must 
be  submitted  to  a  special 
reviewing  officer.  The 
purchaser  must  produce  a 
receipt  certifying  the  date, 
location,  and  “source  of 
purchase.”  That's  not  the 
kind  of  documentation  Iraqi 
street  merchants  usually 
have,  which  explains  why 
there  are  very  few  official 
requests. 

That  raises  one  important 
question:  How  much  contra¬ 
band  is  being  smuggled 
out  of  the  country?  No  one 
knows  for  sure,  although 
military  officials  concede 
that  American  troops,  who 
are  traditionally  ingenious  at 
such  things,  are  probably 
getting  some  stuff  out.  The 
hope  is  that  none  of  it  is 
really  significant — such  as 
the  $200  million  in  Amer¬ 
ican  currency  that  some 
soldiers  stumbled  across 
in  2004.  Every  cent  of  that 
was  dutifully  submitted  to

A  writer  named  Klaus  Kraus  once  said, 
“There  is  no  unhappier  creature  on 
earth  than  a  fetishist  who  yearns  for  a 
woman  s  shoe  and  has  to  embrace  the 
whole  woman."  Don't  think  you  are 
alone  in  this  dilemma.  Men  who  fe- 
tishize  female  body  parts  typically 
choose  partners  with  that  attribute,  only 
to  find  that  their  sexual  desires  led  them 
down  the  wrong  path. 

Fetishes  are  believed  to  develop  in 
early  childhood,  when  the  young  mind 
associates  feelings  of  pleasure  with 
certain  objects  through  a  process 
called  imprinting.  For  example,  you  may 
have  had  a  pleasurable  experience  of 
crawling  or  sitting  by  your  mother's  feet, 
which  ultimately  led  you  to  associate 
feet  with  gratification  and  arousal.

Park  competition  at  the 
Asian  X  Games  in 
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2002,  when  he  was  a  little-known 
'  18-year-old  from  Beenleigh,  Australia. 
The  following  year,  Guettler  made  his 
J.S.  debut,  placing  third  at  the  Global  X 
Games  in  San  Antonio.  He  earned  his 
•first  sponsorship  that  season,  from  Vans, 
and  began  competing  regularly  in  the 
United  States,  establishing  himself  as  a 
rising — and  increasingly  popular — talent. 
In  2004,  Guettler  joined  Mat  Hoffman, 
Dave  Mirra,  and  Ryan  Nyquist  in  the  elite 
ranks  of  the  sport,  winning  the  King  of 
Dirt  Championship  (knocking  off  three¬ 
time  defending  champ  Nyquist)  and  plac¬ 
ing  third  at  the  X  Games.  Last  year, 
Guettler  captured  both  the  dirt  and  park 
overall  titles  in  the  Dew  Action  Sports 
Tour’s  inaugural  season,  becoming  the 
only  athlete  on  the  tour  to  win  in  two 
disciplines.  We  talked  with  Guettler 
about  the  wear  and  tear  of  being  an 
action-sports  athlete,  the  impact  of  the 
Dew  Tour,  and  how  he  became  the 
first  rider  to  land  an  opposite  720  in  com¬ 
petition.  Oh,  and  we  also  got  him  to 
translate  some  important  Aussie  termi¬ 
nology  for  us. 


What’s  the  worst  wreck  you’ve  seen? 

When  people  get  knocked  out  and  you 
see  it  straightaway.  That’s  the  worst  feel¬ 
ing  ever.  Because  I  think  everybody’s 
been  in  that  situation,  and  when  you  see 
somebody’s  head  bounce,  you  know 
they’re  out  cold.  Or  if  they’re  out  cold  and 
they  start  twitching  on  the  ground,  that’s 
when  it’s  really  bad. 

The  worst  crash  I  ever  had  was  during 
my  second  or  third  contest  in  America.  I 
had  just  learned  a  back  flip  no-handed, 
so  I  was  really  excited  to  do  one,  and  I 
had  qualified  first  heading  into  the  finals. 
Then  we  were  practicing— and  I  didn't 
know  too  many  people  at  the  contest,  so 
I  was  just  kind  of  practicing  by  myself — 
and  I  did  this  flip  no-handed,  and  I 
missed  my  hands  coming  back  on  the 
handlebars. 

Oh,  man. 

Yeah.  So  I  rode  out  with  no  hands  on  the 
handlebars,  and  I  face-landed  into  the 
concrete.  IVe  got  nine  fake  teeth  on  the 
top  front.  I  ended  up  breaking  my  nose, 
breaking  my  jaw,  getting  two  black  eyes. 

It  was  seriously  the  worst  week  of  my  life. 


much  in  street— you  can  use  your  pegs, 
you  can  manual,  you  don’t  have  to  go  so 
big  all  the  time.  But  when  you  do  a  [suc¬ 
cessful!  dirt  run,  it  is  a  way  better  feeling 
than  anything  else.  It’s  only  four  jumps 
and  it’s  just  your  hardest  tricks  back-to- 
back-to-back.  When  you  pull  that  run, 
it’s  such  a  good  feeling.

I  get  asked  that  all  the  time,  and  I  don’t 
really  have  a  good  answer  for  it.  I  just 
know  that ...  Say  an  American  goes  to  a 
contest  and  it’s  only,  like,  an  hour  away — 
he  can  just  take  time  off  work  or  what¬ 
ever,  go  do  the  contest,  and  if  he  doesn’t 
do  so  well,  he  just  goes  home  and  goes 
back  to  work.  But  for  us,  when  we  come 
here  from  Australia,  it’s  a  20-hour  flight. 
You’re  leaving  everything  behind.  You're 
leaving  your  family,  your  friends.  I’m  sure

How’s  your  ankle? 

It’s  okay.  It’s  a  tittle  sore.  I  tried  to  ride  on  it 
last  night.  I  went  to  this  contest  in  Van¬ 
couver,  and  got  real  close  to  pulling  a 
trick  and  got  real  excited— and  came 
home  injured.  I  got  real  close,  but  I  ended 
up  hurting  it  again. 

That’s  no  good. 

Yeah,  so  today  I’m  going  to  pull  my  bike 
apart  just  so  I  don’t  get  the  itch  to  ride  it 
[laughs] . 

Do  the  tours  provide  a  trainer  for  your 
injuries  or  are  you  on  your  own? 

No,  we’re  just  on  our  own  for  stuff  like 
that. 

You  don’t  seem  to  wear  a  lot  of  pad¬ 
ding  out  there  beyond  a  helmet.  Is  that 
because  you  guys  are  nuts,  or  would 
extra  padding  just  get  in  the  way? 

[Laughs]  Back  in  the  day,  a  lot  of  the  rid¬ 
ers  used  to  wear  crazy  padding,  like  big 
chest  protectors  and  full-face  helmets. 

But  a  lot  of  the  time  when  you  crash — 
you  can  take  a  real  bad  crash  and  slide 
out — every  time  you  seem  to  hit  some¬ 
thing  different.  So  I  don't  know,  I  just 
take  the  risk.  The  way  I  look  at  it  is,  if  I  go 
out  wearing  all  my  pads,  I’ll  want  to 
crash,  or  I  won’t  worry  about  crashing. 

But  if  I  know  I’m  not  wearing  any  pads, 

HI  be  real  protective  and  I'll  want  to  stay 
on  two  wheels. 

But  you  must  have  had  a  fall  where 
you  wished  you  had  something  cov¬ 
ered  up. 

Oh,  of  course.  All  the  time. 


Speaking  of  new  tricks,  you  pulled  the 
first  opposite  720  in  competition.  How 
do  you  practice  something  like  that 
without  getting  hurt?  Do  you  just  go 
for  it  at  the  training  ground,  or  do  you 
use  mats  or  something? 

I  learned  that  one  by  accident,  I  was  on 
a  quarterpipe  doing  a  540,  then  opposite 
540,  and  the  opposite  one  over- rotated 
— and  I  ended  up  landing  on  my  side.  But 
then  I  thought  to  myself,  Man,  I'm  only 
like  90  degrees  off  the  opposite  720.  So 
I  just  tried  it,  and  I  ended  up  spinning  bet¬ 
ter  on  my  opposite  way  than  my  regular 
way. 

But  [for]  a  lot  of  the  real  scary  tricks- 
like  the  back-flip-type  tricks  and  the  front - 
flip  tricks — there’s  a  training  facility  at 
Camp  Woodward  [in  Woodward, 
Pennsylvania],  It  has  a  foam -[rubber]  pit. 
And  it’s  just  a  takeoff  ramp  straight  into  a 
big  pit  of  foam.  You  can’t  really  get  hurt 
unless  the  bike  falls  on  top  of  you.  Once 
you’ve  got  it  consistent  enough  there, 
you  take  it  to  a  Resi-[Pit],  which  is  next  to 
it.  That's  a  takeoff  with  foam  on  the  land¬ 
ing  and  hard  plastic  on  top  [of  the  foam 
rubber].  So  it  still  has  a  bit  of  give — more 
than  concrete.  Once  you  have  it  on  that, 
then  you  can  take  it  anywhere. 

You  won  the  park  and  dir!  competi¬ 
tions  on  the  Dew  Tour  last  year.  Do 
you  prefer  one  to  the  other? 

Not  really  I  ride  a  lot  more  street.  But  I 
seem  to  place  better  on  dirt  every  time.  I 
don't  know  why  that  is.  You  can  do  so 


everybody  goes  to  the  airport,  and  their 
mom's  crying  and  their  dad's  upset  that 
they're  going,  and  you  have  to  sit  down 
and  have  a  huge  talk  with  them  to  even 
let  you  do  this.  So  when  you  do  come 
over,  you  just  want  to  give  it  everything 
you  have.  I'd  get  phone  calls  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  before  the  contest  from  my  mom  and 
dad  just  wishing  me  luck,  and  they'd  say, 
"You’re  over  there,  this  is  your  dream. 
Make  it  happen.’’  So  you  go  out  and  you 
definitely  give  it  everything  you've  got.  I’m 
sure  if  a  couple  of  the  Americans  came 
to  Australia  for  a  contest,  they’d  come 
wanting  to  win  no  matter  what. 

As  an  Australian,  can  you  define  the 
following  terms  for  our  American 
readers?  The  first  is  “chuck  a  spaz.” 
[Laughs]  That’s  when  you  freak  out. 
That’s  when  you,  um,  I  don’t  know  how  to 
explain  it,  but  that  makes  a  lot  of  sense  to 
me — "chuck  a  spaz."  Like,  if  something 
small  happens  and  you  just  snap.  You 
just  chuck  a  spaz  [ laughs] . 

How  ’bout  “crack  a  fatty"? 

Oh  . ..  that’s  when,  uh  . . .  do  you  know 
what  that  means? 

I  think  so. 

I  probably  shouldn’t  say 

[Laughs]  Well,  this  is  Penthouse,  so 

you  can  say  it. 

It’s  when  you  get  a  hard-on. 

How  about  “grommet”? 

Grommet  is  a  little  up-and-comer.  A 
kid.  Somebody  who’s  ripping,  but  he’s 
only  small,  so  he's  a  grommet.  He’s 
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not  a  professional  yet. 

Do  the  Dew  Tour,  the  X  Games,  or  any 
of  the  other  circuits  have  groupies? 

[Pauses]  Yeah.  They  definitely  do.  But 
those  are  the  girls  you  don’t  want  to  hang 
out  with.  They’re  the  ones  your  mum 
warned  you  about.  Some  of  them  are 
fans,  and  they're  nice,  and  they  just  like 
to  meet  people.  But  then  there  are 
groupies  who  are  just  there  to  get  with 
professionals,  and  ...  But  they're  the 
ones  you  don’t  hang  out  with. 

Can  you  tell  me  a  good  party  story 
from  the  road? 

The  BMX  community  is  so  dose.  We’ve 
always  joked  around  every  time  some¬ 
body  wins  a  contest,  but  now  whoever 
wins  has  to  buy  dinner.  At  the  Dew  Tour  I 
won  dirt  and  street,  and  [the  other  win¬ 
ners  and  I]  ended  up  taking  like  40  peo¬ 
ple  out  to  a  nice  restaurant.  It  was  nearly 
half  our  winnings  to  pay  that  dinner  off, 
but  everyone  had  such  a  great  night.  It’s 
like  a  close  family,  the  whole  BMX  com¬ 
munity.  It  was  an  awesome  night. 

What  kind  of  impact  has  the  Dew 
Tour  made  on  action  sports? 


It  s  the  best  thing  that’s  come  into  ac¬ 
tion  sports  in  forever.  Last  year  was  the 
five-stop  series,  and  this  year  [will  be 
the  same].  [But]  the  third  year — I  heard 
something  ridiculous— that  there  were 
going  to  be  ten  contests.  That’ll  just 
take  over  action  sports,  for  sure. 
Nobody’ll  be  able  to  compete  with  that. 
And  it's  so  much  fun,  and  they  treat  us 
so  well.  It's  just  a  positive  thing.  Last 
year  was  our  first  run  and  nobody  real¬ 
ly  understood  [how  it  worked]  at  first, 
or  not  [all  the  athletes]  got  into  it  But 
I'm  sure  this  year,  every  single  rider 
will  be  going  for  that  first  one  to  try  to 
get  in  the  top  30  and  try  to  make  it  [for 
the  rest  of  the  tour]. 

Can  you  top  your  performance  from 
last  season? 

I  don’t  think  I'll  be  able  to  top  last  season 
because  it  was  so  ridiculous.  I’m  just  so 
excited  that  it  happened.  I  don’t  know  if  I'll 
be  able  to  top  it.  Other  than  the  Dew  Tour, 
I  won  Gravity  Games  and  ...  a  lot  of  oth¬ 
er  stuff  I  never  thought  I’d  win.  It  was  just 
such  a  great  year  for  me.  I  d  love  to  re¬ 
peat  iLThat'd  be  awesome.  Normally  I  go 
home  to  Australia  for  five  or  six  months. 
This  time  I  only  went  back  for  two 
months.  And  then  I  went  straight  to 
Woodward.  I  want  to  stay  on  top  of  my 
game  and  just  ride  my  hardest.  I  know 
there’ll  be  a  lot  of  people  who  want  to  do 
what  I  did  last  year.  So  I  just  don’t  want  to 
slack.  I  just  want  to  keep  it  fun,  and  try  to 
do  it  again  .ch— b

He  kept  the  two  isolated  and  told 
Basinger  rumors  that  Rourke  intended 
to  make  her  like  or  dislike  him 
depending  on  what  attitude  the  scene 
called  for.  It's  been  reported  that 
Basinger  has  called  him  “the  Human 
Ashtray.” 
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Try  this:  What  could  be  hotter  than 
watching  her  nipples  harden  as  you 
encircle  them  with  an  ice  cube? 

Seeing  ice  melt  and  drip  down  her 
stomach  is  a  visual  reminder  of  how 
wet  she's  getting  for  you.

Behind  the  scene:  Gallo  exhibited  the 
same  type  of  thoughtfulness  that  he 
1  showed  in  the  film  when  persuading 
t  Ricci  to  take  the  part:  "He  ran  for  a 
block  in  the  rain  to  get  me  matches  for 
my  cigarette,"  says  Ricci.  "He's  like  a 
professional  charmer." 

Try  this:  Many  guys  think  they  need  to 
drop  serious  cash  in  order  to  impress 
a  woman — not  so.  Most  women  agree 
that  it  really  is  the  thought  that  counts. 
Women  love  when  men  find  gifts 


that  hold  meaning  for  them.  "Show 
her  you've  been  paying  attention  to 
detail,  says  Paget.

Behind  the  scene:  Even  though  their 
sex  scenes  were  scorching  hot,  Martinez 
and  Lane  agreed  that  getting  intimate 


on-screen  was  awkward.  "I  was  not 
comfortable,"  says  Martinez.  “It’s  very 
rare  for  a  French  actor  [to  perform 
naked].” 

“It  was  tricky,"  says  Lane.  “[Director]

Grey  {Spader)  and  his  secretary  Lee 
(Gyllenhaal)  takes  a  tawdry  turn  when 
he  bends  her  over  his  desk  and  spanks 


her  for  making  typos  in  a  letter. 

Behind  the  scene:  "With  James,  we 
had  an  agreement  to  say,  ’Let's  go  any¬ 
where,'  ”  says  Gyllenhaal.  “I  decided 
that  both  of  them  [Spader  and  director 
Steven  Shainberg]  could  manipulate 
me,  within  the  boundaries  of  the  film 


set.'’  And  how  did  she  feel  about  that 
spanking?  “It  hurt,"'  she  confesses. 

Try  this:  While  not  for  everyone,  dab¬ 
bling  in  the  world  of  BDSM  (a  combo 
of  bondage,  discipline,  domination, 
submission,  and  sadism/masochism) 
can  be  hot. 

“Even  if  BDSM  seems  scary,  you  can 
still  incorporate  the  lighter  elements 
into  your  sexual  routine,”  says  Julie 
Taylor,  coauthor  of  How  to  Be  a 
Dominant  Diva.

Behind  the  scene:  It’s  said  that  Gable 
“had  a  power  to  give  orgasms,  even 
to  a  generation  of  women  who  weren’t 
too  sure  whether  they  were  supposed 
to  have  them.  ’  Though  both  actors 
originally  had  to  be  convinced  to  do  the 
film,  Gable  and  Colbert  quickly  warmed 
to  each  other  and  often  danced  during 
downtime  on-set. 

Try  this:  When  a  couple  hooks  up  for 


the  first  time,  there's  a  delicious  antici¬ 
pation  of  what  the  other  person  looks 
like  naked  and  how  the  sex  is  going  to 
feel.  And  sometimes,  imagining  what 
it  will  be  like  is  almost  as  fun  as  the 
event  itself.  Women  expect  you  to  want 
to  have  sex  right  away,  so  if  you  can 
hold  off  during  the  getting-to-know-you 
stage,  she  ll  be  practically  begging  for  it 
by  the  time  you  do  come  together.

Making  out  is  the  only  thing  on  the 
menu — you'll  experience  that  lusty 
teenager  feeling  from  when  you  first 
started  dating.  On  Saturday,  the  clothes 
can  come  off  but  there  should  be  no 
penetration.  “Get  each  other  close  to 
orgasm,  but  postpone  gratification, 
says  Kerner.  On  Sunday,  you  can  go  all 


the  way— and  the  buildup  you  created 
by  waiting  will  explode  into  an  all-night 
sex  session. 


Sirens 

Couple:  Hugh  Grant  and  Tara  Fitzgerald 
Scene:  A  minister's  (Grant)  wife 
(Fitzgerald)  experiences  a  sexual 
awakening  when  he  brings  her  to  visit 
the  estate  of  a  sexually  liberated  artist. 
She  dreams  that  she  is  being  seduced 
by  the  nude  models  who  reside  there. 
Behind  the  scene:  In  England,  it's  all, 
Look  at  the  shameless  woman  taking 
her  clothes  off,'  ”  says  Fitzgerald.  “When 
you  are  doing  a  nude  scene,  you  just 
have  to  take  a  deep  breath  and  get  on 
with  It." 


Try  this:  Ever  wonder  why  vacation  sex 
is  so  hot?  Sure,  there’s  the  fact  that  you’re 
more  relaxed,  but  it's  also  because 
fresh  surroundings  open  the  door  to 
new— and  racy— ideas.  Sometimes  it 
takes  leaving  behind  the  daily  grind  for 
people  to  give  themselves  permission 
to  try  new  roles.  Naughty  thoughts  may 
pop  into  your  girlfriends  mind  if  you  take 
her  to  a  unique  locale  where  the  rules  of 
everyday  life  don't  apply. 

'If  a  trip  to  Australia  isn't  in  the  cards, 
you  can  create  a  new  scene  close 
to  home.  All  it  takes  is  creativity.  “Go 
to  a  cheap  hotel  and  have  sex  for  a 
few  hours,"  suggests  Taylor.  "Do  it  in 
a  different  room  of  the  house.  Go  out 


onto  your  apartment  balcony  or  in  your 
backyard."  In  fact,  any  kind  of  new 
experience  that  takes  her  out  of  her 
comfort  zone  can  yield  surprising  (and 
sexy)  results.

Couple:  Pierce  Brosnan  and  Hale  Berry 
Scene:  Jinx  (Berry)  cuts  a  fruit  and 
sensually  shares  it  with  James  Bond 
(Brosnan)  during  a  romp  in  the  sack. 
Behind  the  scene:  “I  know  most  actors 
say  otherwise,  but  1 1'ke  sex  scenes," 
says  Brosnan  about  the  film.  “I  said, 


'Please,  pul  this  in  the  contract,  that  l 
have  a  sex  scene  with  Halle!' " 

Berry  literally  got  choked  up  during  the 
sex  scene.  “I’m  on  top  of  Pierce,  trying  to 
be  sexy,  and  then  I  start  choking.  Pierce 
jumped  behind  me,  whacked  my  back, 
and  out  it  came.  And  that  was  what 
ended  the  love  scene." 

Try  this:  Eating  food  and  having  sex 
are  already  closely  related — both  give 
people  great  pleasure,  and  both  involve 
the  mouth.  “The  majority  of  people  will 
not  have  sex  with  someone  unless  they 
will  eat  with  them,"  Paget  points  out.

And 
gh  his  band  wasn’t  commercially 
essful,  the  Dolls  generated  a  cult 
ng  that  has  stuck  with  them — for 
ears.  This  summer  the  New  York 
ers  released  their  first  studio  album 
since  1974’s  Too  Much  Too  Soon. 


most  of  the  original  members  dead  and 
gone,  the  band  continues  playing  with 
Johansen  and  guitarist  Sylvain  Sylvain. 
They’re  the  new  New  York  Dolls,  back 
with  a  soulful  and  rebellious  new  album, 
One  Day  it  Wilt  Please  Us  to  Remember 
Even  This.  So  why  is  now  the  time  for 
a  New  York  Dolls  resurgence?  As  Jo¬ 
hansen  explains,  “When  we’re  doing  a 
concert  and  everybody  is  going  crazy,  1 
don't  know  what  they're  thinking.  I  just 
know  that  they're  grooving.” 


If  you  watched  the  Grammy s  this  year, 
you  might  walk  away  thinking  rock  ’n’ 
roll  is  dead.  Would  you  agree? 

I  don’t  think  there  really  is  any  rock  ’n' 
roll.  I  think  what  they  play  now  is  what 
you  would  call  “rock'’  or  something. 
Nobody  really  swings.  For  me.  it’s  al¬ 
ways  been  really  important  to  play  with 
drummers  who  can  swing  music.  Most 
drummers  are  like  machines  these  days. 
There's  a  difference  between  rock  and 
rock  'n'  roll. 

Are  you  amazed  that  the  Rolling 
Stones  are  still  performing? 


I  think  that's  pretty  funny.  They  say  we 
influenced  KISS  and  the  Sex  Pistols.  I 


would  imagine  those  two  bands  are  de¬ 
vout  enemies.  It’s  amusing  to  me. 

Do  you  think  KISS  would  agree  that 
you  influenced  them? 

I've  read  in  their  interviews  that  they  feel 
we  influenced  them,  but  I  really  don't 
think  about  it.  When  we  were  kids  we 


used  to  play  at  this  joint  in  Queens  fand  j 


Johnny  Thunders  wasn't  "very  healthy 
at  the  time  he  died.  You  probably 
could  have  killed  him  with  a  feather." 


I  think  they’re  just  having  fun.  Why  else 
would  they  do  it?  I  think  when  you  play 
music,,  they  call  it  “playing’’  because 
you're  playing — you’re  not  working. 
Once  you  do  that  for  a  living,  what  else 
are  you  going  to  do?  You  have  to  keep 
playing  .  There  are  people  who  look  at  it 
like  a  career  opportunity.  And  then  there 
are  other  people  who  just  have  rock  ’n’ 
roll  in  their  DNA.  It’s  just  something 
they’ve  got  to  do. 

The  New  York  Dolls  are  credited  with 
influencing  legendary  groups,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Sex  Pistols,  Guns  N’  Roses, 
Aerosmith,  and  KISS.  What  influence 
do  you  think  you  had? 

1  don’t  know.  They  say  the  Dolls  influ¬ 
enced  the  punk  bands  and  the  hair 
bands,  which  are  the  two  most  diametri¬ 
cally  opposed  camps  in  the  rock  world. 


KISS  used  to  open  for  us.  At  the  time 
they  were  called  Phoenix.  They  were 
like  a  Grateful  Dead  kind  of  band — the 
Queens  version!  A  gum-chewing 
Grateful  Dead.  But  they  saw  how  much 
fun  we  were  having,  so  they  wanted  to 
get  in  on  it. 

Who  influenced  your  music  style? 

We  were  influenced  by  Little  Richard 
and  stuff  like  that.  That’s  rock  'n'  roll. 

What  made  you  wake  up  one  morning 
and  put  on  women’s  clothes? 

We  looked  like  ’that]  when  we  met. 
That’s  how  we  found  each  other.  We 
didn't  meet  and  then  say,  "Okay,  let’s  get 
dressed  up.”  It  starts  when  you're  a  little 
kid.  I  don’t  even  like  to  call  it  fashion.  It's 
just  about  dressing  up.

If  you're  in  a  band  and  you  want  to  make 
it,  you're  probably  not  going  to  do  any¬ 
thing  worthwhile.  You're  probably  going 
to  follow  the  herd  and  only  do  what's 
considered  acceptable.  It's  better  if  you 
do  something  because  you  dig  it.  If 
you're  having  fun,  you're  more  likely  to 
invent  something  new. 

Your  heart  is  obviously  in  your  music, 
but  what  inspired  you  to  do  a  new  al¬ 
bum  after  so  many  years? 

I  really  love  music.  It's  been  the  defining 
characteristic  of  my  existence.  Sylvain 
and  I  got  together  one  night  and  played, 
and  we  had  so  much  fun  we  said,  “Let's 
keep  doing  this!” 

Original  fans  of  the  band  might  argue 
that  without  Johnny  Thunders,  there 
can  be  no  New  York  Dolls. 

Absolutely!  [Laugfrs[  I'm  just  kidding!  I 
don't  care.  The  band  we  put  together 
now  is  such  a  great  band.  I  don’t  really 
compare  this  band  with  a  band  that  has 
a  lot  of  dead  people.  It's  Sake,  what  if  they 
saved  Hitler's  brain?  Great  concept,  but 
what  do  you  do  with  it?  So  we're  a  new 
band  in  a  way. 

Then  why  call  yourselves  the  New 
York  Dolls? 

We  re  a  new  version.  People  spend  a  lot 
of  time  comparing,  and  it's  probably  in¬ 
evitable.  But  it’s  not  something  I've  spent 
a  lot  of  energy  thinking  about.  We  just 
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get  together  and  play  music  and  it's 
good.  That's  all  that  matters  to  me.  Even 
when  we  re  doing  a  concert  and  every¬ 
body  is  going  crazy.  I  don’t  know  what 
they’re  thinking.  1  just  know  that  they’re 
grooving. 

Besides  yourself  and  Sylvain  Sylvain, 
all  the  other  New  York  Dolls  are  dead. 
What  has  it  been  like  watching  mem¬ 
ber  alter  member  check  out? 

Well,  [with]  some  of  them  I  was  sur¬ 
prised  they  lasted  so  long,  and  [with] 
others  I  was  taken  aback. 

Of  all  of  your  band  mates  who  died, 
which  one  troubled  you  the  most? 
Arthur  Kane  [in  2004] .  That  was  shock¬ 
ing  to  me.  We  had  just  gotten  back  to¬ 
gether  [a  couple  of  weeks  earlier  for  a 
reunion  concert],  and  Arthur  had  leuke¬ 
mia  but  he  didn’t  know  it.  He  had  want¬ 
ed  so  much  to  get  back  together  with 
the  band  that  I  think  it  was  keeping  his 
disease  from  advancing.  But  once  he 
accomplished  what  he  set  out  to  do,  he 
relaxed  a  little  bit  and  the  disease  took 
its  opportunity.  I  mean,  he  had  massive 
leukemia  and  he  didn’t  even  know  it. 
\Editors  note:  He  died  hours  after  being 
diagnosed.]  That  was  kind  of  shocking. 

I  was  looking  forward'  to  spending  time 
with  him  because  he  was  such  a  great 
guy  and  so  fucking  funny.  I  kind  of  felt 
gypped. 

Joey  Ramone  once  told  me  he  strong¬ 
ly  believed  Johnny  Thunders  didn’t 
die  of  a  drug  overdose.  He  believed 
he  was  murdered.  What  do  you 
think? 

I  have  not  one  thought  on  that.  Not  a 
one. 

Nothing  you’re  willing  to  share?  Or 
literally  no  thought? 


I  really  don't  know  how  he  died.  He 
probably  just  took  too  much  dope.  I 
don't  think  he  was  very  healthy  at  the 
time  he  died.  You  probably  could  have 
killed  him  with  a  feather.  Do  you  know 
what  I'm  saying? 

Do  the  new  Dolls  still  sound  like  the 
original  Dolls? 

I  think  we  sound  more  like  Styx! 

On  acid? 

Exactly! 

I  think  it’s  sale  to  say  you’re  not  the 
same  guy  who  wrote  “Jet  Boy”  and 
“Trash.'’  Do  you  think  you’re  a  better 
songwriter  now  than  you  were  at  20? 

Oh  yeah,  I  think  so. 

When  writing  lyrics,  what  inspires 
you  these  days? 

Pagan  love-dancers. 

Something  all  of  us  can  relate  to. 

Yoah!  Seriously,  I  just  take  the  way  I  feel 
at  the  moment  and  try  to  transcribe  it  so 
it's  understandable  to  people  who  are 
going  to  dance. 

The  first  three  Dolls  albums  got  rave 
reviews,  yet  they  never  sold  commer¬ 
cially.  Why? 

Well,  they  have  sold  by  now.  They’ve 
sold  a  couple  of  million  copies  by  now. 

But  it’s  been  30  years!  Why  do  you 
think  they  didn't  sell  during  a  time 
when  I’m  sure  you  could  have  used 
the  cash? 

Because  we  were  considered  heretics 
when  we  came  out.  When  we  came  out 
there  were  bands  like  Led  Zeppelin  and 
blah,  blah,  blah.  I  can’t  remember  all  of 
them.  They  thought  they  were  all  that 
with  the  limousines,  etc.  But  we  were 
just  kids  on  the  street.  We  wanted  to 
make  music,  but  we  didn't  want  to  be 
like  that.  We  did  it  our  own  way.  At  the 


time  it  was  considered  heresy. 

After  30  years,  how  much  of  the  mon¬ 
ey  from  your  record  sales  have  you 
seen? 

Oh,  Christ!  We  made  all  the  mistakes 
you  can  make.  I  know  there’s  some 
money  someplace!  It's  probably  in 
Switzerland! 

Correct  me  if  I’m  wrong,  but  my  guess 
is,  you  don’t  care  if  anyone  buys  your 
new  album. 

I  think  that’s  right.  If  you're  going  to  do 
something  that’s  creative,  do  your  best 
work  and  don't  worry  about  results.  Go 
with  your  first  idea— -that's  usually  your 
best  idea.  It’s  all  about  doing  your  best 
work  and  having  as  much  fun  as  you 
can.  If  it  becomes  successful,  good.  But 
who  knows — that  could  create  a  whole 
new  set  of  problems. 

Is  hip-hop  the  new  punk  rock? 

I  don’t  think  it’s  punk  rock.  I  think  it's  pop. 
I  don't  think  it's  like  punk  rock  because 
it's  too  popular. 

But  like  punk  rock,  hip-hop  went  from 
the  streets  to  middle-class  America. 

Yeah,  they  seem  to  have  very  authentic 
water  pistols.  Hey,  it's  all  well  and  good, 
but  I  just  like  rock  ’n'  roll.

If  we  got  asked  to  do  that, 
Sylvain  would  want  to  do  it  and  I 
wouldn’t.
